Thedr able coadjutors, 
the preachers, had proclaimed against 
Mills from their pulpits, and this had 
aroused a religions frenzy against him. 
Services of prayer and shouting w» re 
held in the streets and in tin* woods, 
and the (¿rent. Jehovah was appealed to 
to put a Stop to the public career of 
Mills. 
The opposition was led by the Rev. 
,] 
R. Oranfill, 
a 
Baptist minister of 
considerable renown and a campaign 
orator of great power. 
He was the idol 
not only of the Baptists, w ho were n u­ 
merous and influential in the district, 
but also of the ontir»* religious element, 
who were w agin g a w ar of exterm ina­ 
tion on tin* demon rum. 
In all of his 
speeches Dr. Craufill w a s terribly abus­ 
ive of Mills.
